If 
any anil Ira i>ald In eslat Is a sort of mild, 
patriarchal form, In which tho old men 
of tho kinds are nominal ruler* hi an ad- 
visory sense over their lmmesllnt«ila- 
acoiidnnU, and nlao those who may have 
married Into their nimHles. As the In- 
nuila liave no reconguiwil form of gov- 
ernment of their own, and as the United 
Sint'-s lui* appllctl none whatever to 
KiiKsian America since It has pow*d Into 
our hands, I think I can say without 
nny fear or contradiction that the Esqui- 
mau of Alaska arc the I east -governed 
peopls of the world. Thoy have what 
thay call their cmninf/tiv In Alaska, nnd 
their uhoomuliik furtlier cast, who are 
a sort of apokcamen for them In certain 
cases, hut having no mora authority 
over them than has the ameer of Afg- 
hanistan. In AInakn, however, ao much 
larger nre nonie of their villages, nnd ao 
much mere permanent nro they by thtlt 
construction, tlmt ons house isset naUle 
fur various trivial objects, a sort of po- 
lar court-house, bo lo apenk, nml which 
Is unknown among the eastern tribes or 
in v uciiunintance. If any concerted ac- 
tion Is needed, 04 a wholo, ths most in- 
uuenllal congregate hen, generally the 
old men, and map it out, but no one can 
be prevented from stepping over Its 
liotmilnries If lliey want to, a form of dls- 
obeiliencs to thes« mild lnwe much less 
Frequent among them, however, than 
among us with our stronger ones. Their
